WASHINGTON CITY. Dec. 0.—Commander- 


in-Chief Alycr. of the Grand Anuy, husbeen 
in correspondence-with Census Suiierintcnd- 
ent Port-r concerning the propo-*d census of 
survivors of the ivnr of the roln'llion.

AlgerV notion ia that the census should as- 
certain t lie present financial and physical 
condition ol every hurvivinp; soldier.
